WASHINGTON — Three Repub- 
lican members of Utah’s congres- 
sional delegation have expressed cau- 
tious support of President Bush’s $7.9 
billion anti-drug plan. 

“Y’m anxious to learn more of the 
specifics about how we will fund it,” 
said Sen. Jake Garn. 

“That’s a lot of money and we’re 
going to have to find that money if he 
doesn’t want to increase taxes,” said 
Sen. Orrin Hatch. “So he’s going to 
have to find it in other programs. 

“T have to tell you, most of the pro- 
grams that we have today are (consid- 
ered) almost inviolate by the Con- 
gress,” Hatch said. “They’re not 
going to reduce them even to help 
with the drug problem.” 
~~ Rep. Jim Hansen greeted the plan 
with “cautious optimism.” 

“On paper the president’s strategy 
looks good. In reality it remains to be 
seen,” he said. 

He said of the cuts in existing pro- 
grams, “I'll have to wait and see 
where those cuts come from specifi- 
cally before voicing my support for 
them.” 

He said the president’s strategy of- 
fered little in the way of new ideas. 

Hatch said Congress would refine 
the president’s plan, but overall “it 
ought to help with the problem. 

“It certainly ought to help us in 
Utah, where we have serious. prob- 
lems with drug trafficking,” along the 
interstate highways, he said. 

Hatch said he wished Bush had 
kept William Bennett’s suggestion of 
withholding federal highway funds to 
states that do not revoke drivers’ li- 
censes of drug dealers and users. 

He supported Bush’s call for deny- 
ing federal student loans to youths 
convicted of drug offenses. 

“I don’t see any reason why we 
should be subsidizing druggies and 
pot-heads with guaranteed student 
loans,” he said.

The BYU Traffic Office began the 
first week of school ticketing illegally 
parked cars on Sunday, controlling 
the early morning traffic jams result- 
ing from road construction on Univer- 
sity Avenue and _ noting illegally 
parked bicycles on campus.

Congress Watch, a division of the 
Washington D.C.-based watchdog 


‘agency Public Citizen, analyzed the 


financial disclosure forms filed by sen- 
ators during the 100th Congress 
(1987-1988). The reports indicated 
that senators enjoyed more than 
1,100 trips provided at the expense of 
private groups. 

Sen. John Breaux, D-La., led all 
senators with 37 privately funded 
trips. Hatch was second. with 34. 
Hatch’s colleague, Garn, took 24 trips 
during the two year period. 

Senate members are required to re- 
port all reimbursed travel-related ex- 
penses totaling $250 or more on an- 
nual financial disclosure forms. 
“Current reporting requirements for 
reimbursed travel make it impossible

2 Uinta forest fires are contained 


MAPLETON — The Middle Slide Canyon and the Squaw Peak fires have 
been contained as of Wednesday evening, according to the Information Officer 
for the Uinta National Forest. ' 

Loyal Clark said there are still hot spots in the Middle Slide Canyon fire but 
the blaze is under control. 

Hot spots are areas that are still burning. 

There are still two 20-person crews and two helicopters watching the hot 
spots. The fire has burned 624 acres of oak and grass. 

An Interagency Investigation Team said the Middle Slide Fire has been 
confirmed to be man-caused. 

The Squaw Peak fire burned a quarter of an acre before being contained. 
The fire occurred three miles from the Edgemont area in Provo. 

A fire is considered contained when it remains within a fireline — an area of 
ground cleared of all vegetation. 

A press release issued by the firefighters stated all open fires are banned 
from the Uinta National Forest along the Wasatch Front. 

“Users should be aware that all open fires have been prohibited within this 
area (the Uinta National Forest along the Wasatch Front) since July 1 and the 
restriction will continue until further notice,” said the press release. 


S. African blacks protest as whites vote 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Police with whips, tear gas and 
shotguns dispersed blacks protesting their exclusion from Wednesday’s na- 
tional election, in which the governing party was expected to lose ground to 
the far right. 

Riot squads stopped anti-election rallies and broke up stone-throwing 
crowds in more than 20 black townships. 

Anti-apartheid leaders, who called a general strike, said 3 million blacks, 
Indians and people of mixed-race stayed away from jobs and classes, shutting 
many factories and schools in “the biggest-ever mass action” against the 
government. 

Police said more than 50 people were arrested, and there were unofficial 
reports of numerous injuries. 

Voting stations around the country were heavily guarded. Armored vehi- 
cles patrolled some mixed-race townships, which were enveloped in smoke 
from burning street barricades. 


Report: AIDS victims may attend school 


WASHINGTON — Students and teachers infected with the AIDS virus 
should be free to attend class without fear that their disease will be made 
public, a new guide for the nation’s schools said Wednesday. 

“Someone At School Has AIDS,” released by the National Association of 
State Boards of Education, said the deadly virus “is not transmitted by casual, 
everyday contact” so confidentiality should be school policy. 

Parents shouldn’t have to reveal their child’s infection if the decision is 
sanctioned by a physician who finds the child does not have secondary infec- 
tions, such as tuberculosis, said the guidelines. 

The report suggests that school superintendents be notified, but even those 
“decisions should be approved by the infected person and a student’s parents 
or guardians.” 

The report, developed by a panel of 20 organizations representing law, 
medicine, public health and education groups, is an update of guidelines issued 
by the Centers of Disease Control in 1985. 

“Until now, many people have been fearful that (AIDS) could be transmit- 
ted at school,” said the booklet. 


Air Force sets courts-martial for 6 men 


HILL AIR FORCE BASE — Courts-martial have been scheduled for six 
men charged in “Operation Punchout,” a 2 1/2-year undercover probe that 
culminated with the July theft of three F'-16 jet engines from the base. 
The Air Force’s announcement of the courts-martial Wednesday marked 
the first word of additional charges in the case since three people were indicted 
for the engine thefts almost two months ago. 
The investigation, part of which was conducted out of a bogus military 
surplus store in Roy, was expected to result in prosecution of more than 100 
people, federal authorities said initially. 
However, on Wednesday the Air Force said there are more than 260 
suspects in thefts from military bases in the West and Southwest. 

In all, 54 of the suspects worked or formerly worked at Hill,,the Air Force

Three of the suspects were civilians at the time of their alleged crimes. 


Ambassador evacuated from Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — U.S. Ambassador John McCarthy and his staff were 
evacuated today from Lebanon after hundreds of Christian demonstrators 
besieged the embassy in a protest to demand action against Syria. 

The 30 diplomats left because “deteriorating local circumstances ...

The sudden decision to pull out of Lebanon, where Christian forces and 
Syrian troops have been battling for six months, came after hundreds of angry 
hristians surrounded the embassy compound Tuesday. 

The protesters at the embassy in the Beirut suburb of Aoukar dispersed 
several hours after McCarthy’s departure, but said they would besiege the 
compound again if the ambassador returns.

Flare-ups 
on fires occur when there is an unex- 
pected shift in wind direction or 
speed.

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Proposed law would require detectors

A state lawmaker is proposing leg- 
islation that would make smoke de- 
tectors mandatory after a fire in an 
Ogden apartment complex last month 
went undetected by tenants. 

Rep. Joseph Hull, D-Hooper, is 
sponsoring legislation for the 1990 
legislature to require owners of exist- 
ing and new dwellings to install 
smoke detectors by Jan. 1, 1991. 

The proposal stipulates that smoke 
detectors will be installed to protect 
each separate sleeping area and that 
the detectors will be placed where

they are not obstructed from rising 
smoke. 

The legislation was inspired after a 
fire at the Hunter Apartments was 
detected when three passersby no- 
ticed the flames from a distance. They 
called 911 and then knocked on doors 
to alert the tenants who were oblivi- 
ous to the blaze. No one was injured in 
the fire, but Ogden fire officials say it 
could have been tragic. 

State Fire Marshall Lynn Borg said 
fire chiefs throughout Utah are sup- 
portive of the proposal and even 
helped to write it. In states that al- 
ready have similar laws, Borg said 
there has not been one death reported 
from a house fire. 

“Once we show people what smoke 
detectors can do, I think they'll be 
anxious to get one in their home,” 
Borg said. 

Hull proposed a smoke-detector act 
last year, but it never made it to the 
House floor. He said this bill is an 
improvement on the previous legisla- 
tion and has a better chance of becom- 
ing law. 

“The real problem was implemen- 
tation,” Hull said. “We didn’t want to 
turn it over entirely to city councils.” 

City councils will still have to ap- 
prove the measure, but administra- 
tive authority will be placed in the 
hands of municipal fire departments, 
he said. Specific penalties for noncom- 
pliance have not been decided but 
may include a fine.

Geneva’s hired gun — 
just a smoke screen 


Geneva Steel’s latest hired gun rode into town last week aiming to 
blow holes in BYU Professor C. Arden Pope’s study that demon- 
strates a possible link between PM10 pollution and increased hospital- 


ization rates for respiratory illness. 


Last April a sharpshooter was paid to whittle down the findings of a 
Utah Bureau of Air Quality study that says Geneva Steel contributed 
66 percent of the PM10 pollution in areas of Utah County. 

Both men were hailed by Geneva Steel as “world-renowned ex- 
perts” in their areas of study. The latter, Steven H. Lamm from

Washinton D.C., arrived with 
a long vita, eight pages of 
which were given to the 
press. 

Lamm’s medical creden- 
tials were waved before the 
locals as a cowboy waves his 
hat to corral his cattle. 


Geneva Steel’s press release describes Lamm as “an epidemiologist 
affiliated with Johns Hopkins University” and “a clinical professor of 
pediatric medicine at Georgetown University.” 

The press release does not identify Lamm as a consultant, which is 
the more accurate description of Lamm’s recent employment. Lamm 
identifies himself as a consultant in his publications. 

Lamm is president of Consultants in Epidemiology and Occupa- 
tional Health Inc., a firm based in Washington D.C. The universities 
confirmed that Lamm is listed as an associate with the Department of 
Health Policy and Management of Johns Hopkins University and as a 
clinical assistant professor of pediatrics at the Georgetown University 


Medical School. 


However, the most recent information in his file at Georgetown was 


dated September 1983. 


Lamm’s impressive list of 42 publications made for some long after- 
noons at the library, but seemed to indicate two problems. First, most 
of Lamm’s recent publications were either summaries of studies done 
in response to earlier studies or comments on articles published by 


other researchers. 


For example, a listing on his vita called “Indirect Exposures: The 
Significance of Bystanders at Work and at Home” is a one-page guest 
editorial on a published study of the same title completed by two 


Danish researchers. 


Some of the titles on Lamm’s list of publications are “Health Effects 
Data,” “Gynecomastia Among Ethiopian Jews,” “Recording of Birth 
Injuries and Malformations of Infants,” and “Physicians Accuracy for 


Diagnosing Sore Throats.” 


These are Letters to the Editor of profes- 
sional journals that respond to studies completed by 
letters often had the same title as the actual published paper. 
letters mention additional research Lamm conducted.

To look at Lamm’s list of publications casually, one is impressed by 
what appears to be the work of anincredibly productive researcher. 
But, apparently, some of the citations in his vita were more commen- 
tary than research, and perhaps should have been labeled as such. 

A second factor significant to Utah County residents is that Lamm’s 
research generally finds alternate causes for the pollution-related 
diseases and health problems he investigates. 

“Spontaneous Abortions and Forest-Spraying — A Model to Test 
Whether the Data Supported the Proposed Association” is a brief 
summary, without supporting data, of a study in which Lamm con- 
cluded that earlier research linking miscarriages to forest-spraying 


was incorrect. 


The summary states, “No attributable relationship between the 
spontaneous abortion hospitalization data and the spray data is evi- 
dent.”

The paper disagrees with findings of earlier studies in the state of 
New York that linked increased cancer rates among tale workers to 
their employment.

The Daily Universe views Lamm as a modern version of “Have gun, 
will travel” for industry. The staff does not doubt Lamm’s professional 
credentials but objects to the use of those credentials as evidence that 
his study of respiratory illness in Utah is unquestionable. Lamm’s 
study has not been available for review.

The memory is fine for you, but 
what about your posterityv?. These 
items — journals, photos, paper me- 
mentos and a written personal history 
— greatly enhance their memory of 
you, their ancestor. 

Here are some practical tips on how 
to preserve these crucial parts of your 
personal and family history: 

Photographs 

Color prints deteriorate noticeably 
in five to 10 years, and “die” (the dyes 
break apart) in about 20, unless you 


have them developed very profes- 
sionally and store them properly. 
Black and white prints and negatives 
may last a little longer, but they must 
also be stored carefully. Proper care 
will double the life of your photo- 
graphs. 

The basie rule of photographs is 
that you cannot preserve what you 
display; you cannot display what you

tographs and store the originals. 

Do not write on your photographs, 
except witha No. 1 (very soft) pencil, 
on the back, opposite a border. Keep 
fingers off the face of the print. 

Do not laminate photos. Do not put 
them near anything vinyl. Do not 
store them in the “magnetic albums” 
(the most popular albums — the plas- 
tic sheet over a waxed cardboard 
base). Use no glues, tape or other 
adhesives on them, especially not 
rubber cement. Any photos you pro- 
cess in these ways are doomed to an 
early demise. 

Don't store prints with negatives. 
Do not store prints or negatives in 
any boxes, drawers or envelopes typi- 
eally available to you. 

What should you. store them in? 
Polypropylene or polvethlene 
sleeves; or in acid-free folders, sepa- 
rated by acid-free paper. The BYU 
Bookstore may have some of these 
stable plastic sleeves. 

About the only way to preserve 
your photographs (color and black 
and white) permanently is to*have 
them half-toned (screened). Instruc-

photocopies made on acid-free paper. 
These copies will last a long, long 
time. They make great family gifts, 
too. 

Journals 

Use onlv-a journal with acid-free 
paper. The eet quality, and cheapest 
too, are those na at the Church 
Distribution Centers. They come in 
two sizes and five colors for less than 
$4. 

Sadly, all journals on sale at. the 
BYU peikstacs (and probably other 
bookstores too) are about as acidic as 
household vinegar — which means 


they will vellow and die in about 50 


vears. If you have kept a journal ina 
book made of such paper, vou should 
probably have it all photocopied on 
acid-free paper. That paper costs a 
little more, but it is available at the 
copy center in the Harold B. Lee Li- 
brary. Ask for it. Acid-free paper can 
also be bought at the Bookstore, and 
BYU bond is acid-free. 

The ink you have used to write in 
your journal probably is going to fade 
and die also, unless you have used a 
pencil or a pen with carbon ink. The 


Bookstore carries a couple of “perma-f 
nent” pens: the Lindy Legal and thef 
Faber Castell Spirit. Look on pens for# 
words like carbide, laundry perma-f& 
nent, or accounting. These words oT 
signal ink with carbon. 
One good way to keep a journal i ist 
on your word processor. The paper om 
printers is not acid-free, but you canp 
easily have the pages photocopied on}

You can have 
larger items reduced, for convenient 
storage and handling. 
The key word in preserving photo 
graphs and other mementos _ is| 
“archival.” This implies storage inj 
containers that arrest, to the extent§ 
possible, deterioration of you, or 
vour family’s, life record. Concern fort 
preservation is mounting, as people] 
watch their precious mementos dete-} 
riorate and die. . 
This means that pamphlets and 
classes and other sources of infor ma-| 
tion on. preservation are becoming} 
more readily available, and archival} 
quality storage materials are easier tof 
obtain at reasonable costs.

Keith said the line has to be as wide as 
the fuel is high. 

He encouraged the trainees to fol- 
low the instructions of the supervi- 
sors when they work on a fireline. A 
firefighting crew is composed of about 
20 firefighters led by a crew boss. The 
crew boss supervises the squad 
bosses, who each supervise no more 
than five firefighters. 

Keith, a squad boss, said he is still 
fairly new and inexperienced but he 
has learned to listen to the fire bosses. 
“Every fire I learn something new,” 
said Keith. 

The end of the first day of training 
usually consists of digging a practice 
fireline, but on Aug. 3a fire was burn- 
ing on the mountain east of Provo’s 
Seven Peaks Resort Water Park. 

The trainees visited the fire camp 
set up at the base of the mountain in 
the upper parking lot of the water 
park.
